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© THIS ſerves to Reprove thoſe that deny the De- 
ity of our Lord ſeſus Chriſt. There are many uo 
in the Church who pretend themſel ves ta be Chri- 
'ffians, and take upon them the Name of Chriſt, and 
yet deſtraoy the Foundation of all Chriſtianity, viz. 
The Divinity of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, notwith- 
ſtanding the Scripture doth ſo fully and plainly, de- 
clare Him to be God. How would ſuch Perſons have 
God declare him more clearly that He is (iod; 
(that our ſeſus is God) than he hath done? He is 
called by God's Name; he is called God's Natural 
Proper Son; he is ſaid to be Equal to himſelf, and 
the very ſame; hath all the Attributes of the God- 
head aſcribed to him, all the Worſhip and Aora- 
tion of God, by Angels and Men, performed to 
him. Certainly, the Enemies to the Deity of Jeſus 
Chriſt could not invent how the Holy-Cihoſt could 
more plainly declare that Deity of his than he hath 
done! Theſe Men take their own, Underſtandings 
to be the Rule of their Faith, and not the Word of 
God. Such Perſons as theſe, however they call 
themſelves Chriſtiant, and however they take them- 
ſelves to be the grcateſt Honourers, Adorers, and 
Magnifiers of the Eiſential God, yer the Holy-Ghoſt 
tells us they are Liars, Blaſphemers, and Antichriſt.
